The 
reason assighed tor this is that men can talk 
to them with less restraint, can adopt toward 
them a more free-and-easy tone which ren sere 
them agreeable companions. Ine truth of the 
matter is that men may With impunity iok 
upon marned women attentions which, if off- 
ered to single women, would be decidedly com- 
Trittal; and as society men are not cfien bur- 
dened with mone Vv, #nd are not prepared to 
set > esti pec nts of their own, they avoid 
the society of young girls, and jjin the train 
of some gay young matron, are contented with 
such crumbs of comfort as she sees fit to be- 
stow upon him.

Talented, attractive women may 
draw around them men of intellect, welcome 
them to their homes, and make theniselves 
the center ot a cultivated circle; may show 
that they take pleasure in their society, and 
may accept their chivalrous attentions ina 
pleasant, frank, manner without being at all 
flirtatious. But when married women permit 
men to pay them fulsome compliments, to 
make lovelike speeches to them, and to show 
them marked attention, they depart from 
that matronly dignity which is one of their 
greatest chirms.

THE IDENTITY OF THE MURDERED 
GIRL ESTABLISHED. 


Boyda’s Victim Turns Out to be a Woman With a 
Remarkable Atlanta History~Her Escapedes 
Gere—The finding in Neshville—Otner 
Interesting Facts in the Casc. 


It develops that the ‘Mrs. Birdie Patterson,’’ who 
was murdered in Nashville Thursday, was no other 
person than the. notorious Lottie Ross, so well 
known in Atlanta. Her notoriety was confined to 
a limited circle until her connection with the Sam 
Hill murder trial made her famous after a fashion. 
Later, broken down by disease, she sank 
into obscurity and remained there, until suddenly 
her name was placed beforg the public signed toa 
certificate of a miraculous cure affected in her 
case. She was then again a subject for gossip 
among a certain class, and soon after she. was seen 
on the streets as fresh and rosy as a May morning. 
Her demeanor on the streets was exceedingly lady- 
like and gave no evidence of the depths of infamy 
to which she had decended and in which she was 
living. Although thirty years old, she still retained 
afullshare of her youthful good looks and was 
quite attractive in appearance. It is probable that 
she changed her name ou account of her connec- 
tion with the medicine certificate. 

Several weeks ago Boyd, who murdered her, 
was in the city with Lottie Ross. They were here 
eu route to Nashvilie and for some reasou she un- 
dertook to evade the man, but Boyd would not 
submit and by. preferring a charge against the wo- 
man he induced Ufficer Green to arrest her. At the 
station house Boyd visited her and gave every evi- 
dence of béing deeply infatuated. After her arrest 
he declined to prosecute the case and after a short 
consultation the woman agreed to accompany him 
to Nashville. Stationhouse Keeper Buchanan 
recognized her as Lottie Ross, as also did 
Captain Couch and Captal . Aldridge 
and during the conversation between 
Boyd and the woman he addressed her as Birdie. 
Captain Aldripgealso knew Boyd. The woman 
never denied heridentity and gave the name of 
her associate as Boyd. 

For a long time Loitie,Ross wasa resident of At- 
lanta and at one timeshe was the mistress of a man 
named Nicholson who was in the fertilizer trade in 
this cityand this is the way inwhich she issupposed 
to have used that name in Nashville. Her right 
mame was Rosser and for awhile her mother lived 
withher in-thiscity. When she begau leadiug a 
disreputable life she dropped the tWo final letters 
in herbame aud was known as Lottie Koss, The 
police are Certain thatthe woman who gave Nash- 
Ville its sensation is in reality Lottie Ross. 

I know,’’ said Stationhouse Keeper Buchanan, 
‘“thatit is Lottie Ross; | knew her well, and [ know 
Boj da by sight.she was here aboutseveral weeks ago 
and she told me the old man’s ue me was boyd. she 
said she wanted to get rid of him but was afraid oe 
would kili her. He called her Birdie, and although 
he did not exactly tell her he would kiil her, he 
used some very emphatic language. She told me 
she was going to Nushville,and really appeared to 
be afruid of the old man.”’

Dr. Cook gavea good description of 
the man io the undertaker so as to identify him if 
he cam , butnuo man answering that description 
putin au appearance during the day. When secn 
by the World rep rter he was in a wagon going in 
the directio. of West Nashville. 

The Worldsays; ‘One important link in the 
chain of evidence which goes to establish the fact 
that the woman was murdered instead of commit- 
ting suicide, was the evidence of W. T. Jordan, ad- 
duced before ihe coroner’s jurye Mr Jordan testi- 
fied that he beard onescream before the shot was 
fired and two afterwards. 

W. W. Napier testified that having hearda pistol 
shot and a woman scream, he rushed up to the room 
where the killing was done; heard voices inside as 
he went up the stairs. As he appeared at the door, 
the Wemau said, ‘‘Come here, for God's sake; | am 
shot through the heart.’’ She was sitting ina rock- 
ing chair, with her face toward Church street. 
Boyd was stanaing with his hand resting on a table 
in frout of her. Upon being asked who shot her, 
she essayed tospeak, but could not. The scream 
Wasafter the shot. ihe p:stol was lyiugou the 
floor, to the right of the chair in which the woman 
Was sitting, with the handle towards her. There 
were no powder burns on her Clothing. She wore 
a white sucque. There wasa red spot a little above 
the nipple Boyd laid down on the bedand said 
she shotherself He didnot look like he was much 
drunk, but like he had been on a drunk, 

The coroner's jury after fifteen minutes’ consulta- 
tion returned the following verdict: 

We, the uudersigned jurors, do say, upon our 
oaths, that the said Mrs. tertie Patterson, alias Mrs 
Captatn J. L. Nicholson, came to her death from «a 
pistol bail, thirty-eight caliber, in the hands of 
some one unknown to the jury. 

Up to a late hour last uight nothing had been 
heard from Mrs. Prosser, the mother of the de 
ceased. If she is not heard from to-day her remaius 
will be interred.

The Agreemenutastothe Disposition of the Indlans 
Other News. 
ih WASHINCTON, July 7 —Secretary Tellier, Secretary 
Lincoln, General Crook and Mr. Price, cemmis- 
sioner of Indian affairs, had aconference atthe 
war department this afternoon in regard to the dis- 
position of the captured Apache Indians, when tie 
followi:g agreement was arrived at: Memoran- 
dum of the resultofthe conference between the 
secretary of the interior,the commissioner of Indian 
affairs, the secretary of warand Brigadier-Geueral 
Crook, July 7, 1883: In view ofthe difficulties en- 
ceuntered in making.a satisfactory disposition of the 
Apache Indixuns recently captured by General 
Crook, under existing methods of the adiministra- 
tion, itis determined by the secretary of war aud 
the secretary of ihe interior, after consideration. 
that the Apache Indians recently captured by 
General Crook, and all such as may be 
hereafter captured, or may surrender (hemselves to 
him, shail be kept under the control of the war de 
partMentat such poiuts on the San Carlos reserva- 
tion as may be determined by the war depariment, 
{but wot at the agency without the conseut of the 
Indian agent,)to be fed and cared for by the war 
department until furtherarders. Forthe greater 
security of the people of Arizona, and to ensure 
peace, the war. department shall be entrusted with 
the entire police control of all Indians on the 
San Carlos reservation, and charged with 
the duty of keeping peace on the 
reservation and prevent the Indians 
from leaving it, except with the consent of General 
Crook, or the officer who may be authorized to act 
under him. ‘he war department shall protect the 
Indiau agentin the vischarge of his duties as agent 
which shail incluce the ordinary duuies of Indian 
agent, Which shall remaiu as heretofore, except as 
to meeping peace administering justi e,and punish- 
ing refractory Indians, allof which shall be done 
by the war department as above staied. This agree- 
ment was signed by Robert I’. Lincoln, secretary of 
war, and H. M. Tellier, secretary of interior. 
THE LOTTERY CASES. 

Postmaster General Gresham to day heard a con- 
tinuation of the argument in the lo.tery cases. The 
point under discussion was whether a suspension 


of the original order made by Postmaster General 
Key, prohibiting the delivery of money orders and 
registered letters to the Louisiana Lottery Co., up 
et P #8 a Virtual abrogation of that order. Colo- 
nel Moulton and General. Belknap, for the Louisia 
Da Company, continued argument in support of 
this proposition. Mr. Steever, representing Ex- 
Representative Robertson, contended that the sus 
psion was only intended to allow ofa judicial 
etermination of the lotte y company 
and that when their appeal was dismissed 
by the supreme court, suspeusory order expired aud 
the origiual order of pronibition again prevailed. 
Mr. Sauders followed for the Louisville Distribu- 
tion Company, and wa- replied to by Mr. Soutnard 
for a Colorado Lottery company. Mr. Southard 
opposed a revival of the prohibition order, and con- 
tended that even if revived it could not legally be 
enforced, because it applied to M. A. Dauphin in- 


dividual’, and not to the mail matter addressed to 
the Louisiana Lottery company. He said that such 
order Was contrary to the statute. Assistant Attor- 
ney-Geneyal Freeman presented the case for the de- 
partt.ent of justice, asserting that the original set 
out Dauphin’s connection with the Louissava Lot- 
tery company. He said that the only reason for dis- 
missing the bill Wasa knowledge on the part of the 
Louisiana company that their rotten concern 
would not stand an investigation in 
an equity court. When Postmaster 
General Key went out of office the suspensory or- 
der ceased to operate. A discussion sprang up 
between Judge Freeman and Colonei Moulton as 
to Postmaster General Key’s objectin making the 
snuspensory order. Colonel Moulton declared that 
he could furnish proof that Postmasterd;éneral 
Key had expressed himself as satisfied that fraud 
had not been proven. Postmaster General Gres- 
ham said that he did not believe that Judge Key 
meant to absolutely revoke the original order. He 
said if the gen’leman would have him believe 
that Judge Key said he was not 
convinced that there was fraud, yet, instead of re- 
voking his order, only suspended it to let the com- 
pauy go tothe supreme court for relief. Colonel 
Moulton answered that he was not responsible for 
the logic of Judge Key’s course, but was content to 
present his utterances. Some argument followed 
upon the applicability of the different statutes, aud 
the hearing closed upon the preliminary point as 
to whether the suspensory orderof February 27th, 
ISSO, is still in foree. -Postmaster-General Gresham 
reserved his decision. 

itis probable that the deeision will be reached 
and pubicly announced within the next twenty- 
four hours. The general impression derived from 
the tenorof Judge Gresham’s comments and ques- 
tious during the progress of the hearing is that it 
Will be adverse to the Louisian and aall other lot-

HOADLY’> 


The Democratic Candidate VUpens the Campaignin a 
Speech at Hamiliton 

HAMILTON, Ohio, July 7.—Arrangements for an 
outdoor meeting for a ratification of the nomina- 
tions of the democratic state convéntion to night 
were interfered with by the rain, and the mecet- 
ing was held in the German society hall, which 
was insullicient to bold the crowd which gathered 
from thecity and was brought in by special tri ns. 
General F. Vandewer, who presided, stated that 
he had _ received a dispatch from -Senator 
Pendleton, saying that he could not be present on 
accountof ill health. Judge Hoadly was greeted 
with cheers when introduced, and begau by saying 
that he was here as representative of the old 
mocracy of butler, asold as Jeiferson, but so 
that, God wiliiug, itshallnewly occupy the 
ces Of this State and nauon. Paying a high 
sonal Complime.ut to his opporent, Judge Foraker, 
he said the ticket was nomiuated to follow tne old 
beaten path He waswiliing tobe the butt of all 
the personal attacks as to his Character and belief. 
He had no quarrel with the personality. of ‘the op- 
posite party, but would hoid high conflict with the 
principles of the republicens. 

PARAPHRASING THE PLATFORM. 

He then proceeded to cousider the republican 
platform; saying he wished to avoid makinga key 
uv Ote speech, as last year’s effort in that direction by 
Goveruor foster was disastrous. Taking the first 
declaration as to the achievement of the republican 
plaiform, he said that the party had the habit of 
getting back to the tuture, and pointing with 
pride to their past. He then 
read a humorons paraphrase of the platform as it 
ought to be written.

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THE TARIFF PLANK. 
Referring to the tariff plank of the republican 
platform, he said it was not in line tonight to dis 
cuss this, buthe would soon do so, He believed 
the Gemocratic view expressed in its platform was 
God'struth. Speaking of the wool tariff plank, he 
said it was singular that the republéean party con- 
demned itsown action in this regard.

A SENSATIONAL FIGHT.

Macon, July 7.—Quite a sensation occurred in 
Macon today over a fight between W. D.

WHISKY LICENSES, 

To-day the county commissioners issued fourteen 
licenses to persons to sell whisky in Bibb county, 
outside of Macon. Each party paid twenty-five 
dollars forthe license, and gave bord of five hun- 
dred dollars nottosell whisky to minors or keep a 
disreputable place.

The trustees could not do better than to re- 
tain Dr. Bass as president, professor and financial 
manager. He has been eminently suceessful. ‘The 
faculty are enthusiastically unanimous 
for his retention, No one is half so 
capable as he in the presentcondition oi the college 
to be at the helm. The state of the institution is 
very flourishing. Two hundred and sixty-three 
pupils matriculated at this college during the past 
year. A remarkable feature of thiscommencement 
so far has been the beautiful sir plicity of the young 
ladies dresses, a number of which were made by the 
youug ladies themselves, costing from $1.50 to $8.00. 
The meeting of trustees next week promises’ to be 
exciting when the discussion arises over the man- 
agementof the seney building fund.
